2 In the Food Corporation of India (Contributory Provident 
Fund) Regulations, 1967 :- 

(i) for clause (v) of sub-regulation (3) of regulation 
1, the following clause shall be substituted and shall be 
deemed to have been substituted with effect from the 1st day of 
May, 1995, namely:- 

"(v) to such employees of the Corporation as were 
appointed on temporary/casual/daily wages/piece rated employed 
directly." 

(ii) for sub-regulation (1) of regulation 13, the 
following sub-regulation shall be substituted and shall be 
deemed to have been subsituted with effect from the 1st day of 
May, 1995, namely:- 

"1. Every member of the Corporation covered under 
sub-clause 3(iv) of Regulation 1, as also every person covered 
under sub-clause 3iv) ibid shall be entitled and required to 
become a member of the Fund from the date of joining on his/her 
appointment in the Corporation." 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM :- 

The Food Corporation of India (Contributory Provident 
Fund) Regulations, 1967 are based on the similar pattern of the 
provisions as contained in the Employees Provident Funds Scheme 

and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 which has been amended 
with effect from 1,5.95 vide their Circular No. 10 
(Misc.)/91/E.I dated the 28.6.95, in pursuance of the orders of 
the Hon'ble Supreme Court of India, dated the 17th April, 1995. 
As there are Government directives to Public Sector Enterprises, 
this Corporation is under an obligation to implement the same 
with retrospective effect. It is certified that by giving 
retrospective effect to these Regulations, it will not 
prejudicially effect the interests of any person to whom these 
regulations are applicable. 

(iii) For the explanation of sub-regulation (1) of 
regulation 13, the following explanation shall be substituted 
and shall be deemed to have been substituted with effect from the 
1st day of May, 1995, namely 

"EXPLANATION : If person referred to above has been a 
member of Contributory Provident Fund covered under the Provident 
Funds Act, 1925/Employees' Provident Fund Scheme, 1952, and has 
not withdrawn the Provident Fund amount standing to his/her 
credit at the time of his/her joining the Corporation, he/she 
shall be eligible to become a member of the Fund from the date 
of his/her appointment, in the Corporation." 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM : 

The necessary amendment has been carried out in pursuance 
to the guidelines of the Board of Trustees for such employees 
who are already continuing as members of the Contributory 
Provident Fund. It is certified that retrospective effect will 
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not have any adverse effect to any of the employees of the 
Corporation to whom it will apply. 

(iv) For sub-regulations (1), (2) and.(3) of regulation 

15, the following sub-regulations shall be substituted and shall 
be deemed to have been substituted with effect from 22nd 
September, 1997, namely :- 

" (1) Every member shall subscribe to the fund each month 
at the rate of 12 per cent of the pay earned by him for the 
month. In addition to this, a member may subscribe towards 
Contributory Provident Fund any amount subject to the condition 
that his total subscription will not, in any case, exceed his 
total emoluments. 

(2) Every member shall give an intimation as tp the 
amount of his monthly subscription (in case he desires to 
subscribe more than 12 per cent } in March, every year so as to 
become effective from 1st April. The amount of subscription so 
Intimated may be enhanced or reduced once at any time during the 
course of the year provided that when the amount of subscription 
is so reduced it shall not be less than 12 per cent of the pay 
earned by him for the month- 

(3) The Corporation shall contribute to the fund an 
amount equal to 12 per cent of the pay earned by the member 
during the month as the employer's contribution." 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM : 

The Food Corporation of India (Contributory Provident 
Fund) Regulations, 1967 are framed in accordance with the 
amendments carried out in the Employees Provident Funds and 
Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952, vide Government of India 
Ordinance No. 17 of 1997, dated the 22.9.97, w.e.f. 22nd 
September, 1997 which have been forwarded by the Department of 
Public Enterprises vide their letter No. 2(34)/86-DPE(WC), dated 
the 29.10.97 for necessary action by the Public Sector 
Undertaking concerned. It has thus become obligatory on the 
part of the Food Corporation of India to enhance the. monthly 
subscription with effect from 22nd September, 1997. It is 
certified that by giving retrospective effect, it will not have 
any adverse effect to any of the employee of the Corporation to 
whom these Regulations are applicable. 

(v) For sub-regulation (1) of regulation 20, the

1988 of the Gazette of India. Extraordinary, Part III, Section 4, dated the 6th July, 1988. clause (v) of sub¬ 
regulation (3) of regulation 1 shall be deemed to have been substituted with effect front 31st January. 1981. 
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2. The Food Corporation of India (Contributory Provident 

Fund) Regulations, 1967 is framed on the similar provisions 
contained in Employees Provident Funds and Miscellaneous 
Provisions Act, 1952. The Government of India issued 
notification No. GSR-130 dated the 31st January, 1981, 
published in part II section 3, sub-section li) of the Gazette 
of India. Since the Government notification was not available 
with the Corporation, the amendment in the Contributory 
Provident Fund Regulations, 1967 was given effect from 29th 
June, 1988. This was objected to by the Enforcement Officers 
from the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner and insisted for 
the implementation of the amendment from retrospective effect. 
It is certified that by giving retrospective effect it will 
not prejudicially effect the interest of any person to whom 
these Regulations will apply.
